BRUSHES. 


BRUSHES  are  the  most  essential  tool  of  the  letterer.  A poor  brush  is 
expensive  at  any  price.  Good  brushes  conduce  to  speed.  Poor  brushes 
— retard  progress,  cause  annovance  and  are  therefore  expensive  regardless 
of  the  cost.  Most  all  competent  workmen  realize  the  necessity  and  the 
advantage  of  good  brushes.  The  beginner  or  amateur  workman  is  not  well  qualified 
to  make  his  own  selections,  believing,  as  a rule,  that  brushes  are  all  alike  and  that 
one  is  as  good  as  another.  The  practical  man,  however,  has  learned  through  experi- 
ence that  there  is  a great  difference  in  the  quality  of  brushes  and  is  very  careful 
to  discriminate. 

Every  brush  shown  in  this  Catalog  has  been  selected  by  an  expert  and  is 
therefore  especially  adapted  for  practical  use.  Our  brushes  require  no  “breaking 
in."  All  our  brushes  are  equipped  with  handles,  ready  for  instant  use. 


CARE  OF  BRUSHES. 


Brushes  being  the  most  valuable  tool  of  the  letterer,  should  be  cared  for 
accordingly.  All  lettering  pencils  that  are  used  in  oil  or  japan  color  should  be 
well  cleaned  after  using  with  benzine  or  turpentine,  and  then  greased  with  lard 
oil,  vaseline  or  any  other  non-drying  oil.  The  oil  should  be  thoroughly  removed 
with  benzine  or  turpentine  before  they  are  used  again.  Lettering  brushes  should 
never  be  allowed  to  stand  on  end.  Always  lay  flat  or  stand  with  the  brush  end  up. 
Lettering  brushes  used  in  water  color  should  be  cleaned  with  water  only. 


BRUSH  SUGGESTIONS. 


Sable  brushes  are  best  adapted  for  water  color  work.  They  are  also  especially 
suitable  for  heavy  color.  Our  Nos.  7 and  8 are  prepared  especially  for  this  kind 
of  work.  Camel’s  hair  brushes  are  used  almost  exclusively  in  light-weight  colors, 
for  lettering  on  glass  and  other  smooth  surfaces.  Our  No.  1 we  believe  is  the 
best  camel  hair  pencil  ever  prepared  for  general  lettering  purposes.  Rough  sur- 
faces require  the  use  of  brushes  with  more  strength  and  less  pliability  in  the  hair. 
Thus,  a camel’s  hair  brush  may  be  used  on  glass,  brass,  boards,  tin,  oilcloth,  etc. 
For  canvass  or  sheeting  (the  surface  being  medium  rough),  sable,  black  fitch,  or 
bear  hair  brushes  are  suitable.  Our  No.  9 is  designed  specifically  for  rapid 
work  on  muslin.  Brick  walls,  etc.  (extremely  rough)  necessitate  the  use  of  bristle 
brushes.  Our  No.  4 is  the  brush  generally  used  for  water-size  for  gilding  on 
glass.  The  1%-inch  size  is  best  for  general  use.
